G.S.R. 694(E).—Whereas certain draft rules furtherto amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
were published as requited by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954) 
witnh the notification of Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health) 
number G.S.R 694(E) dated the 20th November, 1998 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub¬ 
section (i); dated the 20th November, 1998 inviting objections and suggestions from the persons likely to be affected 
thereby before the expiry of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the said notification 
was published, were made available to the public; 
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And whereas the copies of the said Gazette of India were made available to the public on 23rd November, 1998. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been considered 
by the Central Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 
1954 (37 of 1954), the Central Government, after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely — 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Seventh Amendment) Rules, 1999. 

(2) They shall come into force on 11-4*2000 

2. In the prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 

(1) in rule 42, sub-rule “(Y)” and the entries relating thereto shall be deleted; 

(2) in rule 49,— 

(a) in sub-rule (5), for the words & figures “(5) A utensil or container made of the following materials or 
metals, when used in the preparation of food", 

the following words and figures shall be substituted, namely .— 

“(5) A utensil or container made of die following materials or metals, when used in the preparation, packaging 
and storing of food” 

(b) for clause (vi) of sub-rule (5), the following shall be substituted, namely .— 

“(vi) Tin and plastic contamers once used shall not be re-used for packaging of edible oils and fats”; 

(3) in Appendix 'ET to the said rules,— 

(a) in item A 14,— 

(i) for the first proviso, the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided that tea may contain Natural Flavours and Natural Flavouring Substances singly or in combination 
as defined in sub-rule (A) of rule 63 under proper label declaration as provided in sub-rale (YY) 
of rule 42” : 

(ii) for the third proviso, the following shall be substituted, namely 

"Provided also that Flavoured Tea manufacturers shall register themselves with the 'l ea Board before 
marketing Flavoured Tea”; 

(b) in item A. 14.01.— 

(i) for the first proviso, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘ ‘Provided that tea may contain Natural Flavours and Natural Flavouring Substances as defined in sub-rule (A) 
of rale 63 singly or in combination under proper label declaration as provided in sub-rale (YY) of rale 
42"; 

(ii) for the fourth proviso, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘ ‘Provided also that Flavoured tea manufacturers shall register themselves with the Tea Board before marketing 
Flavoured tea' ’;
